It is all important that Canada 
shall be well represented at the forth- 
coming. Imperial Economic Confer- 
ence. The hesitation of Mr. Bennett 
to reply to the Prime Minister’s chal- 
lenge and state who he _ proposes 
shall be Canada’s representatives 
thereat, in case of a Conservative vic- 
tory at the polls, may be justified by 
the belief in Mr. Bennet’s mind that 
his follawers would be out of place 
at such a conference.

Announcement that over 300 exam- 
iners and a large clerical staff are at 
work reading and marking the depart- 
mental ‘exAmination: papers, ‘ once 
again raises the question of the ne- 
cessity of these school tests.

GARNET WHEAT ~. 

The Dominion cerealist has issued 
a report dealing with investigations 
made by millergyin Great Britain and 
Yon the continent of Europe into the 
flour-making qualities of Garnet 
wheat. The result of these investiga- 
tions is said to be that the millers 
are “enthusiastic” as ito the suitabil- 
ity of the new wheat for milling pur- 
poses. That being the supreme test 
of the value of wheat,-Canadian grow- 
ers are due for congratulations, and a 
proper measure of, credit must be 
given to the officials who developed 
this new variety. 

Garnet is an early maturing wheat 
which has only fheen grown as a field 
crop during the last four years. To 
determine how it should be graded, 
the Dominion Government shipped a 
consignment to the millers of the old 
lands, with a request that they sub- 
ject it to experiment. The result is 
a@ recommendation that Garnet be 
placed on the market as a separate 
_|variety, which for a time may bring 
a slightly lower price, but is likely to 
rival the standard varieties as its 
quality comes to be appreciated. This 
certificate of milling value will be of 
particular importance to the northern 
districts in the west since the period 
required for growth is.the factor 
which sets the northerly. limit of the 
wheat belt.
